Later a vote regarding Gleichen and 
Strathmore in which the teachers 
rrom Wayne and the Strathmare dis- 
cricts voted there was a large majority 
in favor of Strathmore as the teach- 
ers thom these districts outnumbered 
those from the eastern section tribu- 
iary to Bassano and Gleichen. 

‘The reasons advanced fur this de- 
cision were: 

1., A gravel road is available from 
Wayne and the north. 

2. The distance to either Bassano 
or Gleichen is too great. 

3. Strathmore is more central to 
he schools interested. 

These are all selfish reasons on the

or-h; and while they are possibly 
egitimate ones, the fact is, that if 
.as possible to enforce them because 
ne districts interested in bringing the 

estival to Gleichen were not repre- 
ented in sufficient numbers to carry 
cir Wishes, 

It is to be hoped that during 
» coming year some arrangement 


‘ay be made whereby the burden of 
ransportation may be more equably 
istributed and other towns enjoy the 
enefits of the Festival.

PROVINCIAL NEWS 


Issued by Publicity Commissioner, 
Government Buildings, Edmonton 


A considerable quantity of Alberta 
poultry will be exported to the Brit- 
ish market ‘this fall, it is reported 
by the provincial poultry department. 
Supplies are now being gathered to- 
gether for a shipment during the 
week of November 24th, which it is 
hoped will amount to about eight 
carloads. The poultry is being ob- 
tainéd largely from Southern Al- 
berta points, and, it is interesting 
to note, will include a whole car of 
gzesp. Last year about one million 
pounds of Canadian poultry were ex- 
ported to the British market, a quant 
ity of which came from Alberta. 


A bulletin has just been issued by 
the Dominion bureau of statistics 
which gives the bureau's final esti- 
mate of the Alberta wheat crop for 
the season of 1933 to be 95,100,000 
bushels, as compared with, 164,000,000 
bushels for 1982,

Marketing grain through the poul- 
try route would mean better than dol- 
lar wheat for farmers who have| 
poultry flocks, even at present poul- 
try prices, according to the provincial } 
poultry commissioner, in a recent} 
bulletin on the finishing of poultry on) 
the farm. A report of F. S. Elford, 
dominion poultry husbandman, given 
at the world grain congress last sum- 
mer, stated that experiments had 
shown that it takes 28 pounds of 
mixed grain, wheat, oats and barley, 
to grow a 6% pound Barred Rock 
cockeral. In other words, 4% pounds 
of grain can be converted into one 
pound of chicken meat. On the basis 
of the present price oF nine cents a 
pound for No. 1 chicken, 100 pounds 
of grain fed to good poultry for meat 
jpurposes would have a value of $1.93, 
or at the rate of $1.15 a bushel for 
wheat, 93 cents a bushel for barley 
and 65 cents a bushel for oats. 


Farmers in general are showing a 
keen interest in the meetings now) be- 
ing held throughout Alberta to pro- 
mote ihe better bacon hog campaign 
inaugurated by the provincial de- 
partment of agriculture in co-oper- 
ation with the federal department, 
the railways and the packers, The 
gatherings are being largely attiend- 
ed, and the demand for information 
is such as to indicate a strong desire 
on the part of the farmers to do 
their part_in raising the percentage 
of select bacon type hogs produced in 
Alberta, Stress is being laid on the 
point that it is not increase in num- 
bers that is needed, but a greater pro- 
portion of high quality bacons such 
as are suitable for the British mark- 
et,

Democratic President in the United States by a Congress under control of 
the Democratic party than were even dreamed of a few years ago. In Can- 
ada certain emergency powers have been conferred upon a Conservative 
Government, while in Great Britain a union of members of all parties exists 
under the name of a National Government. 

There is, however, this difference as between Russia, Germany, Italy, 
Austria, and the United States, Canada, Great Britain, that whereas in the 
first four named countries parliamentary government is, for the time being 
at least, abolisned, in the latter named countries Parliaments still retain full 
control of the situation and can at any time withdraw the powers granted by 
them to their respective governments. 


It would, however, be idle to deny that there is an under-current of, 


opinion existing in the ranks of all political groups to a greater or less de- 
gree that present representative forms of government have not measured 
up as well as it was expected they would, should and could, to the needs 
of the time. As a result, intelligent men and women are asking whether the 
fault lies in‘the free democratic system itself, or whether it lies rather in| 
the failure of those who for the time being are the leaders and representa- 
tives of the people under that system to adequately meet the responsibilities 
and discharged the duties imposed upon them. 

One writer in a Western magazine discussing the rise of dictatorships in 


Europe, says: “Those who are out-and-out democrats, and who believe in par-) 
liamentary government, will regret this relapse, but it is evident that it is| 
only under certain conditions that democracy is tae wisest and safest form) 
of rule. When people are controlled by passion or prejudice, or when they | 


are ignorant or stupid followers of custom, they are unfit for self-govern- 
ment, When they are thoughtful and intelligent and have a high regard for 
justice and equity, they may he trusted to manage their own affairs.” He 
concludes: 

“Tae moral of all this for Canada is very obvious, She is worthy of par- 
liamentary rule so long as wisely-chosen parliaments intelligently exercise 


their powers, but when these are indolent or the cat's-paw of controlling w=} 


terests, then there is bound to be agtiation for reform.” 

In other words, the question is; Are the people themselves measuring up 
to their individual and collective responsibilities? The conclusion seems to 
be that it is not tae democratic system of representative government that is 
at fault, but the use which the people themselves are making of that system 
in governing themselves. 

At election times when as a people we are choosing our representatives 
in Parliament, and through them placing a Government in power over us, 
@re we acting intelligently, or are we swayed by passion or prejudice, or 
blindly following a charted course without thinking for ourselves or giving 
heed to what we are doing ? 

It is never safe in life to make great decisions when we are not in a 
normal state of mind. It is as unwise to make such decisions when we are on 
the mountain-tops of prosperity and laboring under an undue optimism; it is 
equally dangerous and unwise to make them when in the deep valleys of de- 
pression and controlled by a warped pessimism, The marking of our ballots 
should be directed, not by our emotions, but through the application of our 
thinking powers, 

Dictatorships mean the loss of liberties now enjoyed, but if as a people 


we do not show our appreciation of those liberties by using them properly, | 


then we are not deserving of them, Dictatorships are dangerous, If the na- 
tions of the world resort to dictatorships there is bound, sooner or later, to 


be a clash between this dictator and that dictator. Dictators must have their 


‘way, or they cease to be dictators, and when the desires of two or more of 
them come into conflict the people under their authority and control will 
suffer, 

If we cherish our present democratic institutions of government, if we 
want to retain them, we must as a people prove ourselves worthy of them. 
We must think for ourselves and act intelligently. Otherwise some person 
will arise and assume to himself the autocratic power to think and act for us.
